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FOREWORD  BY  THE  DIRECTOR 

To  the  Subscribers: 

Herein  you  will  find  the  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's  Reports  of 
the  administration  of  the  contributions  you  have  so  generously  made 
during  the  past  year  towards  relieving  and  restoring  the  fragments  of 
the  martyred  Serbian  Nation: — its  decimated  battalions,  a  few  stricken 
and  bereaved  families,  a  handful  of  students  who  are  all  that  remain  of 
a  once  famous  University  and  Academy  of  arts,  sciences,  and  technical 
training.  Behind  the  bare  facts  of  the  receipt  and  administration  of 
these  funds  there  is  a  beautiful  story  of  human  pity  and  kindness 
which  we  have  tried  to  tell  by  mentioning  those  who  have  worked  as 
well  as  given. 

We  trust  and  believe  that  you  will  find  great  satisfaction  in  read- 
ing the  touching  letters  of  appreciation  of  your  sympathy  and  grati- 
tude for  your  help,  from  the  Serbian  Minister  of  Public  Instruction 
and  Charities;  from  the  Chief  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Serbian  Ministry  of  War;  from  the  doctor  in  charge  of  the  con- 
valescent hospital  where  some  of  the  comfort  kits  were  distributed, 
and  from  certain  beneficiaries  of  your  generosity.  We  receive  many 
such  letters,  and  regret  that  we  can  publish  only  a  few.  All  breathe 
the  spirit  of  courage,  resignation  to  their  sufferings  and  deprivations, 
and  of  such  noble  gratitude  for  the  aid  given,  that,  personally,  I  often 
blush  when  remembering  that  what  I  have  been  able  to  do  for  them, 
despite  your  great  generosity,  is  still  so  small  when  compared  with 
their  tragic  need  and  unstinted  praise  and  thanks. 

What  we  want  you  to  realize  first  is  that  this  work  is  conducted 
on  good  business  principles  just  as  far  as  is  possible  under  war  condi- 
tions. The  Treasurer,  himself,  has  borne  almost  all  the  expenses  of 
administration,  and  gives  not  only  his  time  but  his  thought  to  seeing 
that  good  use  is  made  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  his  care. 

The  Secretary  has  had  years  of  experience  in  similar  work,  and 
adds  to  it  high  conscientiousness  and  devotion. 

The  Director  has  done  her  best  when  appealing  for  your  contribu- 
tions to  induce  you  to  send  them  always  directly  to  the  office,  with  a 
definite  statement  as  to  whether  you  wished  them  used  for  Serbian 
hospital  equipment,  including  comfort  kits  for  convalescent  soldiers, 
for  the  care  of  the  officers'  and  functionaries'  families,  for  aid  to 
deserving  students,  or  for  other  cases  of  extreme  destitution  brought 
to  our  notice.  When  no  mention  is  made  of  any  of  these  particular 
purposes  the  contribution  is  marked  "Discretionary,"  and  applied  for 
the  most  pressing  need. 

The  average  receipts  during  the  past  year  have  been  about  seven 
thousand  dollars  per  month,  of  which  there  has  been  disbursed  or  defi- 
nitely allotted  about  ninety  per  cent.,  the  rest  being  held  in 
reserve  towards  the  continuance  of  the  work  during  the  coming  few 
months.  We  need  at  least  three  thousand  dollars  per  month  regularly 
if  .nir  work  to  be  carried  on  without  diminution,  and  we,  therefore, 
beg  that  you  will  become  a  regular  subscriber  for  whatever  amount, 
monthly,  you  feel  you  can  spare  from  the  other  calls  upon  you. 

Personally,  I  am  proud  of  these  pages  as  a  record  of  American 
generosity  towards  one  of  the  smaller  countries  in  the  war,  the  country 
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that,  perhaps,  has  the  least  real  claim  on  American  interest  and  which 
yet  has  been  abundantly  and  generously  helped,  not  only  through 
this  Fund,  but  through  the  Serbian  Distress  Fund  oi  Boston,  the 
Serbian  Relief  Committee  of  New  York,  the  American  Red  Cross 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  the  War  Relief  Clearing  House,  and 
other  organizations,  all  of  which  have  undertaken  a  real  part  iii  pro- 
viding for  the  needs  of  an  overthrown  nation.

Bedding  and  Hospital  Garments 

Equipment  for  a  500-bed  hospital  was  purchased  and  sent  last 
August  to  the  Serbian  Hospital  authorities,  consisting  of  1,000  each 
of  sheets,  pillow-cases,  pajama  suits,  cotton  underwear,  socks,  and  500 
each  of  dressing  gowns  and  slippers.  The  receipt  of  these  has  been 
gratefully  acknowledged  by  the  Director  of  the  Serbian  hospitals  at 
Salonika.  Other  material  has  been  forwarded  from  time  to  time,  as 
will  be  seen  by  the  shipping  lists  appended,  and  considerable  quanti- 
ties of  bed  linen,  etc.,  are  awaiting  shipment. 

Kossovo  Comfort  Kits 

Comfort  Kits  for  the  convalescent  Serbian  soldiers  have  been  sent 
forward  at  frequent  intervals,  and  cards  and  letters  of  thanks  have 
been  received.  The  first  list  of  contents  was  suggested  by  Dr.  Thomas 
W.  Jackson,  of  Philadelphia,  who  was  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  and 
later  Acting  Director,  of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  Rockefeller 
Foundation  Sanitary  Mission,  which,  under  Dr.  Richard  Pearson 
Strong,  of  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  assisted  so  largely  in  extermi 
nating  the  epidemii  of  t\  phus  in  Serbia  in  1914 


(On  account  of  the  cost  of  the  poncho  it  has  heen  necesiary  to  omit  the  razor  and  drug*  from 
the  summer  kits.) 


These  articles  are  enclosed  in  a  waterproof  khaki  case,  with 
stitched  pockets,  and  strap  for  hanging  over  shoulder.  Five  Dollars 
provides  a  complete  kit.

Sanitary  and  Medical  Outfit 

The  Serbian  Distress  Fund,  of  Boston,  has  contributed  the  net 
proceeds  of  the  Serbian  Booth  at  the  Boston  Allied  Bazaar  for  the 
purchase  of  a  sanitary  and  medical  outfit  for  the  Serbian  hospitals  on 
the  Macedonian  front.  This  gift  is  in  memory  of  Mr.  Herbert  faques, 
one  of  the  founders  and  most  active  members  of  the  Serbian  Distress 
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Fund,  whose  sad  death  from  heart  failure  on  the  (lay  following  the 
close  of  the  Boston  Bazaar,  of  which  he  was  Chairman,  was  a  great 
shock  to  his  many  friends  and  an  irreparable  loss  to  all  the  Allied 
charities,  and  especially  to  Serbia.  The  great  financial  success  of  the 
Serbian  booth  was  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  and  devotion  of  the 
Booth  Committee,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Everett  Morss,  whose 
suggestion  it  was  that  the  proceeds  should  be  used  in  this  way. 
Operating  Room  Outfit 

At  the  suggestion  of  Madame  < irouitch,  the  proceeds  of  the 
Serbian  Hospitals  Fund  Booth  at  the  Baltimore  Allied  Bazaar  have 
been  specially  designated  by  Mrs.  R.  Mauson-Smith,  the  General 
Chairman,  and  by  the  Serbian  Booth  Committee,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Mrs.  J.  D.  Norris,  for  the  purchase  of  an  operating  room  outfit 
for  a  Serbian  In  ispital,  to  be  km  »wu  as  the  Baltimore  l  Jperating  Komii 
Sterilizer 

Miss  Margaretta  Miller,  of  Wilmington,  daughter  of  Governor 
Miller,  has  very  generously  given  the  sum  of  $600,  from  which  a 
combination  sterilizer  outfit  has  been  purchased. 
Tents  and  Rubber  Blankets  for  Convalescent  Camps 

The  National  Allied  Relief  Committee  has  contributed  $3,333.33 
for  the  purchase  of  tents  for  the  use  of  invalided  Serbian  soldiers  in 
Convalescent  Camps,  this  amount  also  being  part  o|  the  net  proceeds 
of  the  Boston  Allied  Bazaar. 

The  Buffalo  War  Relief  Committee  has  added  $1,000  to  this, 
besides  giving  recently  $2,000,  with  which  two  thousand  rubber 
blankets  were  purchased  and  forwarded. 
Motor  Trucks  and  Ambulances 

The  proceeds  of  lectures  or  appeals  at  the  following  places  have 
been  especially  designated  for  the  purchase  of  motor  ambulances  and 
trucks:  Philadelphia,  Buffalo  (5),  San  Francisco  (3),  New  Haven, 
New  Bedford,  Springfield,  Cambridge,  and  Stockbridge.  These  have 
been  ordered  through  the  American  Relief  Clearing  House,  and  bear  in 
each  case  the  name  of  the  city  from  which  they  have  been  given.  The 
"Philadelphia  Ambulance  for  Serbia"  is  a  Kissel  car,  with  full  equip- 
ment, which  was  purchased  under  specially  advantageous  conditions 
through  Mr  Lloyd  Aspinwall,  of  New  York,  who  kindh  made  a  gift 
of  his  agent's  commission.  The  other  thirteen  are  Ford  cars.  A  hos- 
pital wagon  was  donated  by  Mr.  Irving  Chase,  of  Waterbury,  and  a 
Mercedes  car  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  MacVcagh. 
Civilian  Relief  Hospital 

Soon  after  the  Serbian  troops  re-entered  Monastir,  a  request  was 
received  from  the  Serbian  Minister  of  the  Interior,  through  the  Serbian 
Prime  Minister,  that  the  Serbian  Hospitals  Fund,  in  addition  to  con- 
tinuing to  send  supplies  to  the  military  hospitals,  sin  mid  provide  the 
equipment  for  a  general  civilian  hospital,  to  be  established  in  the  first 
of  the  large  towns  from  which  the  enemy  should  be  driven  by  the 
Allied  advance.  In  connection  with  this  undertaking  Madame 
Grouitch  engaged  the  services  of  Miss  Mary  F.  Gladwin,  whose  splen- 
did work  at  the  American  Red  Cross  Hospital  in  Belgrade  for  over  a 
year  prior  to  the  invasion  of  Serbia  won  for  her  the  admiration  and 
gratitude  of  the  whole  Serbian  Nation. 

Miss  Gladwin  left  in  December.  After  a  delay  accounted  for  by 
war  conditions,  she  reached  Salonika,  where,  soon  after  her  arrival, 
she  was  taken  seriously  ill  before  having  had  time  to  send  a  definite 
report  on  her  mission.    We  are  glad  to  say  she  is  now  recovering.

FUND  FOR  SERBIAN  OFFICERS'  AND  FUNCTIONARIES' 
FAMILIES 

Between  two  and  three  hundred  persons  have  been  regularly 
cared  for  by  this  Fund  since  the  beginning  of  January,  1916,  besides  ' 
which  many  cases  of  destitution  have  been  relieved  from  time  to  time 
in  response  to  special  appeals. 

The  work  was  started  from  what  is  known  as  the  Dr.  Richard 
Pearson  Strong  Fund,  raised  by  Dr.  Strong's  friends  and  admirers  of 
the  Yale  Alumni  at  the  suggestion  of  Professor  William  Beebe,of  Yale. 
Dr.  Strong  entrusted  this  money  to  Madame  Grouitch,  to  be  used  in 
her  work  for  Serbian  women  and  children. 

Just  before  coming  to  America  in  the  spring  of  1916.  Madame 
Grouitch  formed  a  Committee  of  her  friends  in  England,  and  a  fairly 
large  sum  was  raised  for  much-needed  outfits  of  clothing  for  these 
families,  through  the  noble  efforts  and  generous  contributions  of  the 
Duchesses  of  Somerset  and  Bedford,  the  Ladies  Ermyntrude  Mallet, 
Greville,  Oranmore  and  Brown,  Edgcrton,  Campbell,  Sir  Ralph  Pagetj

Relief  Fund,  of  which  Mr.  C.  A.  Coffin  is  Chairman. 

Assistance  has  been  given  in  the  form  of  monthly  pensions  to 
mothers  of  one  or  more  children;  to  Serbian  students;  for  medical 
care  in  cases  of  sickness,  and  for  instances  of  extreme  destitution. 

This  work  could  not  have  been  carried  through  so  successfully  as 
to  merit  the  beautiful  and  touching  letters  of  thanks  and  appreciation 
appended  to  this  report,  but  for  the  devoted  efforts  of  Miss  Mirka  Y 
Grouitch,  Miss  Mjlitza  Tchourtchitch,  and  Miss  Slavka  Guerrasimo- 
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vitch,  who  have  made  great  personal  sacrifice  in  order  to  administer 
these  funds,  so  that  the  greatest  number  of  people  should  he  most 
effectively  helped  in  their  distress. 

Serbian  Students  in  Switzerland 

At  the  request  of  His  Excellency  the  Serbian  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion, funds  have  been  vent  to  the  Serbian  Legation  in  Switzerland  to 
aid  in  providing  food,  clothing,  and  school  taxes  for  over  one  hundred 
Serbian  students  of  both  sexes  who  have  taken  refuge  in  that  country. 
Contributions  for  this  purpose  are  most  earnestly  requested, 

Serbian  Boy  Prisoners 

Among  the  many  moving  appeals  that  have  reached  this  olrice, 
none  have  been  more  difficult  to  withstand  than  those  for  relief  to 
Serbian  boys  interned  in  Bohemia,  and  the  Serbian  prisoners  "i war  in 
Germany,  Austria,  and  Bulgaria.  Their  wretched  condition  has  been 
described  by  eyewitnesses  as  follows: 

"The  Serbian  prisoners-of-war  unquestionably  look  more  unhappy 
than  ours.  They  have  all  become  very  weak  and  emaciated  from 
hunger.  No  one  can  look  at  them  without  being  filled  with  pity.  I 
don't  think  I  ever  saw  a  set  of  men  looking  more  wretched  than  the 
unfortunate  Serbian  prisoners  in  Austrian  captivity." 

A  small  remittance  for  the  relief  of  these  prisoners  has  been  made 
from  our  funds,  and  at  our  request  the  Serbian  Committee  of  the 
Emergency  Aid  of  Philadelphia  has  cabled  directly  t«»  the  Serbian 
Minister  at  Berne  one  thousand  dollars,  to  lie  divided  between  the 
prisoners-of-war  and  the  most  needy  of  the  Serbian  students.  These 
prisoners  can  only  be  reached  through  Switzerland. 

Serbian  Booth  at  the  Russian  Bazaar 

The  Serbian  Hospitals  Fund  was  most  graciously  invited  by  Her 
Excellency  Madame  Bakhmeteff,  wile  of  the  Russian  Ambassador,  and 
Mrs.  Charles  H.  Boyhton,  Chairman  of  the  Russian  Bazaar,  to  partici- 
pate in  that  Bazaar,  which  was  held  in  December,  1916.  The  net 
proceeds  were  sent,  through  Madame  BakhnietcfT,  to  the  I'rinccss 
Eielen  Fund  for  the  relief  of  Serbians  in  Russia. 

The  Serbian  Hospitals  Fund  also  participated  in  the  activities  of 
the  Serbian  Booths  at  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  and  Baltimore. 

Mrs.  Barrett  Browning 

Very  special  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  R.  Barrett  Browning  for 
organizing  auxiliaries  of  the  Serbian  Hospitals  Fund  at  Washington, 
Lancaster,  and  Nantucket.  Mass.,  as  the  result  of  which  many  dona- 
tions have  been  received;  also  for  a  collection  of  beautiful  Venetian 
glass  sold  at  the  Serbian  Booth  at  the  Baltimore  Bazaar;  for  regular 
monthly  contributions,  as  well  as  many  special  ones,  for  Serbian 
refugee  children,  and  for  constant  aiul  untiring  assistance  in  all  our 
undertakings.

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In  Memoriam 

The  sad  deaths  of  Professor  William  Beebe,  of  New  Haven,  in 
March  1917  and  of  Mr.  Frederick  Howland,  of  Philadelphia,  last  June, 
as  well  as  that  of  Mr.  Herbert  Jaqucs,  of  Boston,  in  December,  have 
been  felt  as  a  great  personal  loss  to  Madame  Grouitch,  as  well  as  to 
the  cause  of  Serbian  relief  in  America.

Dkar  Madame  Grouitch  : 

Allow  me  to  thank,  through  you,  the  generous  contributors  to  your  Fund 
for  all  that  they  have  done  to  send  relief  to  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  in 
our  hospitals,  and  also  to  their  families.  No  greater  moral  aid  can  l><  niven 
to  a  soldier  than  to  know  that  while  he  is  at  the  Front,  especially  when  he  is 
wounded  in  hospital,  someone  is  providing  for  his  family.  The  fear  for 
his  family  is  one  of  the  most  terrible  sorrows  a  soldier  has,  especially  when 
his  country  has  been  invaded  and  they  arc  refugees  in  a  foreign  laud.  .  .  . 

The  friendship  of  the  great  American  nation,  which  through  its  Red  Cross 
and  other  relief  Committees  has  sent  relief  to  people  inside  Serbia  and  given 
aid  to  the  refugee  families  in  Europe,  besides  sending  to  our  hospitals  most 
generous  gifts  in  sanitary  material,  is  something  the  Serbian  nation  will  ever 
remember  and  be  grateful  for.  We  beg  that  you  will  persevere  in  this  gener- 
ous and  noble  effort.  .  .  .

To  Her  Excellency,  Madame  Slavko  Grouitch: 

.  .  .  The  Serbian  students  will  never  forget  the  generous  contributions 
for  their  aid  which  have  been  sent  from  your  kind  friends  in  America,  and  I 
know,  Madame,  that  you  will  be  the  interpreter  of  my  own,  and  my  Govern- 
ment's, profound  gratitude.  .  .  .  Our  Government  does  all  it  possibly  can 
for  these  young  men,  but  alas,  owing  to  the  loss  of  our  country  its  resources 
are  almost  non-existent,  and  that  is  why  I  must  now  make  the  urgent  request 
that  you  will,  if  possible,  send  from  your  funds  the  amount  of  ten  thousand 
francs,  for  the  payment  of  the  examination  dues  and  taxes  for  the  one  hundred 
students  who  are  attending  the  Universities  here,  as  well  as  to  provide  food 
and  clothing  for  them.  .  .  . 

May  I  repeat  my  request  that  you  publicly  express  to  the  noble  and 
liberty-loving  American  nation,  the  heartfelt  affection  and  gratitude  of  the 
Serbian  people  for  its  sympathy  and  charity  to  our  wounded  and  refugees,  and 
to  our  martyrs  behind  the  enemy  lines.  .  .  .

From  the  letter  which  was  written  me  by  Madame  Grouitch  1  understand  that 
your  American  Committee  is  much  interested  in  the  efforts  which  we  are  making 
to  direct  young  Serbians  towards  careers  of  a  practical,  technical  and  commercial 
order.  It  is  these  young  Serbian  refugees  who  will  be  the  beneficiaries  of  your 
generous  gift.  The  cold  at  the  present  time  is  unusually  severe,  and  we  have 
been  able,  thanks  to  you,  to  distribute  a  number  of  warm  clothes  among  them.
